Gentiemen :—I hereby submit my second annual report as 
Superintendent of Fire Alarms for the year ending December 
S141919. 
| There were one hundred and fourteen bell alarms the past 
year, and considering the lack of sufficient funds to make nec- 
essary repairs, all alarms were transmitted with fair success. 


Circuits three and four are in very bad condition, the 
wires are old and rusty and should be replaced with new wire 
immediately. 


In a number of cases, limbs of trees are resting on the 
wires causing severe grounds and an appropriation should be 
made to trim out all limbs that come in contact with these 
wires. 


Again, I wish to call attention to the lack of fire protec- 
tion at the Leonard Morse Hospital. Box 261 has been out of 
comnussion eighteen months and in case of fire the telephone 
is the only reliance. Should fire cut off all means of reaching 
the phone, one can readily picture what the, situation would be. 
I recommend a new box to be installed without delay. 


The new striker has been installed at the fire station in 
South Natick and is in excellent working condition.

There have been two resignations from the Board, that 
of the late Dr. Charles H. Cook and Mr. Walter L. Felch. 


Dr. Cook was the last of the original members of the Board, 


and was always faithful in attendance at its meetings. Mr. 
Felch felt it necessary to resign as he did not have time to 
give to the duties of a trustee. To fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of the late Dr. Cook, Mr. Frank C. Bishop 
was appointed, and to that of Mr. Felch, Mr. Edward F.

Dr. Charles H. Cook was born in Greensboro, 
Vermont, on April 10th 1849, and was educated -at 
the Barre, Vt., Academy and Dartmouth College, ~ 
Hanover, N. H., from which he was graduated in 
1869. For a short time, he taught school and later - 

_ trained at the Bellevue Hospital, New York, receiv- 
ing his degree in 1874. He served in the King’s 
County Hospital, Brooklyn, N; Y., and for a part 
of 1876, acted as the superintendent. 


Dr, Cook came to Natick in 1876 and began what 
proved to be a most successful practice, continuing in 
his profession until his death on December 3d, 1919. 
He was one of the original trustees of the Leonard 
Morse Hospital, serving as the Secretary of the 
Board until July 1916. He resigned as a member of 
the trustees in November 1919. He also served as 
an attending physician from the opening of the Hos- 
pital in March 1899 until April, 1910, when he was 
advanced to that of senior physician. 


He was a member of the Massachusetts Medical 
Association, and for a number of years was one of its 
councillors. He was also a Member of the American 
Medical Association, and for two years, was the 
President of the Federation of State Medical Boards. 
He was a member of the Massachusetts Board of 

_ Registration and Medicine since 1909. He was mar- 
ried to Rosa S. Perkins of Barre, Vt. on January 10th 
1878. Mrs. Cook died on May 29, 1910. 


Dr. Cook was always deeply interested in the 
welfare of the institution, A student of hospital eff- 
ciency, he ever labored to have devices and appliances 
installed which would conduce to. the best possible

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service at the Leonard Morse Hospital. 
Dr. George C. Anthony has been released from United 
States Army Service and has resumed his duties as roentgen- 
ologist. -Dr. Halsey B. Loder of Boston has been appointed 


a consulting surgeon and Dr. Frederick W. Stanwood ‘of 
Wellesley Hills an assisting physician. 


Miss Lander’s work for the year has been highly sat- 
isfactory, and largely through her efforts, it is our feeling that 
the Leonard Morse Hospital is second to none in this vicinity 
in its technique. Miss Nellie Grasshoff resigned as Assist- 
_ant Superintendent, and Miss Ward is now acting in that 
capacity. The new ward, or “Pavilion” as it is called, con- 
tinues to demonstrate the wisdom of its erection. During the 
year, as is shown by the Superintendent’s report, 137 babies 
were born in the hospital, an increase of 11% in number over 
that of 1918. 


Our finances have caused your trustees much concern. 
About the middle of the year, owing to the abnormal increase 
in the cost of everything which the hospital has to buy, we 
were forced to put into effect a new schedule of prices, the 
advances being much more for non-resident than for resident 
patients. We would call especial attention to this point, 
however, i. e., that ward rates for resident patients are not 
higher than they have been for a number of years, this not 
only applying to ordinary patients but to maternity cases as 
well. Despite the fact that no unnecessary expenses for re- 
pairs or alterations have been made, our receipts have not been 
enough to meet our expenses, and we are obliged to close the 
year with a deficit. It is necessary that the appropriation 
by the town shall be increased if the hospital is to continue and 
to give the service which it is expected to do. 


We wish to thank the Members of the Ladies’ Aid Asso- 
ciation for their assistance, and to express our appreciation 
to all others who have contributed to the hospital’s assistance.

PARK COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The effort of the past year has been mostly to care. for 
and preserve the various parks rather than engage in new 
work. 


Lincoln and Washburn Parks are in good condition and 
little is needed for their mantainance other than keeping the 
shrubs trimmed and the grass mowed. 


At the Common no outlay has been made other than 
care, but the Commissioners have contracted for new settees 
which are to be erected as soon as the ground is in condition. - 
They are of the style used by the Park Department of Bos- 
ton and will be stationary so that they cannot be moved about. 


An ample quantity has also been secured for Old Town 
Park. 


At the playgrounds both in the Centre and at South 
Natick little has been expended other than for maintenance. 
At Coolidge and Town Parks, the thousands of trees planted 
upon recommendation and under the supervision of the State 
Forestry Department have taken root and will soon demon- 
strate the wisdom in setting them out to preserve Park Lands. 


The Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth is still devastating 
our groves but every effort is being made to rid them of the 
nuisance. 


Liberty Cottage purchased of the Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee has been reerected at Picnic Point and affords much 
needed shelter in emergencies. Swings and see-saws have been 
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placed in the grounds and other playground apparatus should 
be provided for those who are not able to go to the mountains 
and sea shore in the summer. The beaches have been well 
patronized during the summer season, all classes availing them- 
selves of the boon Natick has in its bathing privileges at Dug 
Pond. The real need is a modern bath house with an attend- 
ant. Such a building would be self sustaining and provide a 
beach resort second to none outside the cities. 


The shrubs which were used to ornament the grounds 
about the Liberty Cottage on the Town House Lot were 
transplanted to the Pond Street entrance to the Park, making 
a great improvement at little cost. At the West Street en- 
trance to the Park, cobblestone piers have been erected and 
to define the boundaries at three other points. This work 
should be continued until the Park bounds are clearly de- 
fined. One hundred dollars was appropriated for the small 
Park between Lover’s Lane, so called, and Cottage Street. 
The Commissioners were unable to ascertain that owner- 
ship was vested in the town and the amoune appropriated was 
too small tol make improvements that seeme.] necessairy. 


Mr. John J. Lindsky claims the strip by deed from Mrs. 


W. L. Coolidge, but has agreed to deed to the town whenever 


the old Lover’s Lane shall be put in condition as a strect to 
afford an outlet from the abutting property. This appears 


to be a solution of the matter which should be satisfactory to 
all. 


At the Eliot Oak, South Natick, the grounds have been 
seeded down making a great improvement. To still fur- 


thur enhance the beauty of this plot and prevent encroach- 
ments, your Commissioners have asked a special appropria- 
tion of $250., for the necessary curbs. The John Eliot As- 
sociation have placed a boulder in the plot upon which is 
to be a suitable bronze tablet and the Town should do its part 


in preserving ithe I Eliot Oak an d making the.gr u

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Tdi. and Gentlemen of the School C ommuttee : 


The twenty-seventh annual report of the: copanneeneea 
and the sixth by the present holder of that office, is herewaH | 


submitted. 


_ In this report it seems desirable and quite necessary to 
make a special plea to the voters of the town that very decided 
action be taken at the annual town meeting toward impseytie 
the housing conditions of the central buildings. 


‘The conditions under which we compel our teachers of 
the first and second grades to accomplish their work are well } 
nigh intorable. At the opening of schools in September, these ; 
teachers, nine in number, had an average ‘of fifty one pupils 2 
each, and one at. the time of writing has sixty six. The % 


present average (December Ist). is fifty five. 


When we consider that we are asking these nine teachers: 
to be responsible for the education-of such a large riumber~ 
of children during a period of two years, the two most import>:: 
ant years of the entire course, we must admit that we ought’~ 


not be surprised if tesults are not what they should be. The 
fault is not with the teachers. It is surprising that their work 
is as effective as we find it. The fault is in the system which 
permits such conditions to exist. We must not allow them to 
continue longer than need be. A remedy must be found and 
found quickly.

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For the last five years the difficulty has been steadily in- 
creasing. Varied means of relief have been tried with some 


success. The exceptionally large first grade, nearly three 


hundred in number, brought the climax this year. It has 


emphasized the need of adopting the plan of a single grade 
per room ds soon as possible. _ Such a plan will require more 
rooms, more teachers and more money. No new buildings, 
only the remodelling of those now owned by the town, will be 


necessary. Two substantial buildings are at hand, the one on 
Cochituate Street, and the other, the old high school. Witha 


moderate outlay these two buildings could be fitted up for use 


and quite probably would meet the needs for some years to 
come. If this, or something else is not done by the town to 


meet the situation, the School Committee will be compelled 


aie portable buildings:at the.

The High School is fast approaching the limit of its 
capacity. There are:today four hundred thirty five pupils 
enrolled. Of these, fifty six are seniors most of, whom will 
graduate in June. There. are, however, more than. one. hun- 
~ dred fifty due to enter in September, making a total, of oy er 
_five hundred students to.be cared for in the fall. Originally, 
“the, building was designated to accommodate five hundred  pu- 
“Pils, that i is, 1f all the rooms, were, ‘used for class rooms, Three 
“ot. thé. ‘rooms were equipped for work i in special. “branches, one 


nich for drawing, cooking , and “sewing. This, ‘curtailment, of

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the rooms orginally intended for class room purposes has 
seriously handicapped the work of the school this year. 
Cooking and sewing, except for a few elections in the High 
school, are distinctively grade subjects and should not occupy ° 
rooms so much needed by the classes of the High School. 
If work in all the special subjects could be transferred to the 
old high school the necessary room would be available for 
the regular classes. It will be absolutely impossible to pro- 
vide classroom accommodations next fall for all who will be 
due to enroll if only the present number of rooms are avail- 


able. 


The Cochituate Street building is needed for grade school 
purposes and should be at once made ready for use in order 
to relieve the lower grades of the Nathan Rice and Wilson 
Schools. This will make necessary the transfer of the manual 
training classes and equipment to some other quarters. 
Where better than the old High School. 


In order that you may have before you the task which 
we are setting before our teachers to perform 1 am giving 
below a full list of the elementary teachers with the number of 
pupils on the roll of each for November and the grades at- 
tending.

There are children enough in the immediate neighborhood 
of the Cochituate Street building to warrant opening jour 
rooms. No relief at present is possible as the building cannot 
be used in its present condition. The above figures demon- 
state the great need. 


TEACHERS 


We regret that we must record the loss of one teacher 
by death. After more than six years of service in the High 
School, Miss Grace V. Knowles yielded up her life, a victim 
of that dreaded scourge, influenza. Her department, always 
large, had taxed her strength to the breaking point. Business 
offices throughout the town as well as scores in Boston and 
other localities, testified to the thoroughly practical and effi- 
cient manner in which she trained her pupils. From a small 


department, when she took charge of the work, she built up~ 


what is now the largest single section in the school. In her 
passing the school has lost a tireless worker and the com- 
munity an eminently useful citizen.

Miss Louise Cummings, after a year’s leave of absence 
in Government work, returned in September to assume the 
duties of supervisor of sewing. Miss Ernestine Wilson had, 
for a year, most acceptably filled this position and deserves 
much credit for the success she attained as acting supervisor. 


It is gratifying to be able to state that among our losses 
of teachers for the year in only two cases was the chief con- 
sideration that of salary. It was not always thus. The gen- 
erosity of the town in three times within two years voting in- 
creases in salaries has rendered the teaching positions in Na- 


tick far more attractive and permanent than heretofore. 


INSURANCE 


It may be interesting to note the amounts of Insurance 
carried on the several buildings in the School Department. 
It is possible that the town may wish to increase the amounts 
of insurance on some of the buildings because of the increase 
in the value of the plants and the increased cost that would be 
necessary in replacing any of them in case of their destruction 
by fire.

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 
Three somewhat large contracts were necessary this year 
in addition to the usual minor repairs. 


A day or two before the final adjournment of the annual 
town meeting in March the furnaces in the Wilson builaing 
suddenly gave out. An investigation disclosed the fact that 
three of the four were badly burned ,out and honeycombed. 
Contractors were asked to furnish estimates of the probable 
cost of installing a new heating system in the building... As a 


result of the estimates the Committee requested an additicnal 


appropriation of five thousand dollars to.,install new heaters. 
This sum was granted. 


On searching the records it was found that the furnaces 
now in use were originally installed in 1887; that in 1904, 
after doing service for seventeen years they becottie: honey- 


~combed.and burned out—exactly the condition they were in 
-dast March. In,1904. they were repaired by «replacing the 


burned out parts, with new castings at a cost of $450: This 


repair work lasted. until 1919 or a period of fifteen. years. 
. Naturally, the. Committee thought that this might be *dupli- 


cated and ordered, that it be tried. New castings have:again 


‘ been supplied and, the furnaces seem to be as good as ‘néw. 
The. entire cost, was less than one thousand dollars.» :.A«bal- 
: ance of over fone, thqusand dollars will therefore: reverts ‘ta the

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The second large item of expense was the painting of the 
Wilson building. To anyone who can picture the building as 


-it was and see it,as it is, must.come the conclusion that the 


money was ,well expended. 


The third was the shingling of the Oak Grove building. 
Asphalt shingles were used. These two items alone cost 
nearly twelve hundred dollars. 


The excessive cost of material and labor has made 
necessary to leave many things undone that ought to be done 
but which could not without exceeding the appropriation. 
| THE COURSE OF STUDY 


During the year 1918-1919 the course of study has been 


entirely revised hy a comimttee of three teachers from each 


grade in consultation with the Superintendent. The work 
for each grade has been carefully laid out in detail. Copies 
in: tational form have ‘been rae ee each teacher.

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in the process an examination was given to all pupils in the 
eighth and ninth grades, two hundred twenty-one in all. ‘The 
same test was given to both grades in the four subjects, 
arithmetic, language and grammar, geography and _ history. 
The questions were prepared by six teachers of the High 
School and the Superintendent. 


Forty teachers corrected the papers each one taking one 
question through the entire set. For identification of his 
papers each pupil was given a number. A sealed envelope 
containing the corresponding number and his name was not 
opened until all papers had been corrected. No teacher knew 
whose papers she might be correcting at any time during the 
process. 


Most of the regular ninth grade were given certificates 
admitting them into the freshman class the following Septem- 
ber. In addition to these, forty-four pupils, a few more than 
one third of the class, were selected from the eighth grade 
designated “trial freshmen.’’ The selection was based in 
part on the results of the examination and in part on the rec- 
ommendation of the principals of the several schools from 
which the classes came. These took the regular freshman 
studies and the remaining two-thirds of the grade eight were 
designated “sub-freshmen” and were given practically the 
regular ninth grade work. All this work has been done in 
the High School building, causing, as was to be expected, 
more or less of a crowded condition. This is true to an even 
greater degree now that the second installment of the ninth 
grade has been transferred. 


September, 1919, witnessed the second and last step in the 
eliminating process. Besides the regular promotions of the 
ninth grade to the freshman class in the High School nearly 
two-thirds of grade eight were given the opportunity to prove 
their ability to maintain themselves as trial freshmen. 
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Of the furty-four in the eighth grade in 1918 who were 
given promotion to the trial freshman class, six did not enter 
and six others did not attain high enough ranks to warrant 
promotion to the sophomore class. Thirty-two of the original 
forty-four are at the time of writing in good and regular 
standing in the sophomore class. 


In June, 1920, and thereafter, all having eighth grades 
will promote directly:into the High School. Unless all signs 
fail next fall will see the High School with more than five 
hundred pupils in attendance. 


RETARDATION 


Attention is called to the tables on pages 54 and 55, 
showing the ages and grades of all pupils in the schools Dec- 
ember first. In accordance with the State regulations the 
record of ages is of April first. 


Such a chart looks uninteresting until its purpose is un- 
derstood. ‘Then it becomes a storehouse of interesting and 
practical information. It locates for us the sub-normal chil- 
dren of every description. | 


Under and at the left of the shaded lines are represented 
pupils who are of normal mental ability and those who are 
somewhat ahead of their grade. At the right and above the 
shaded lines are the over-age and retarded pupils. 


What does the chart show as to our own situation? 
Two hundred forty-four boys and one hundred eighty-five 
girls who have attained less than normal progress. Naturally, 
only a few, twenty-nine, of these are in the High School. The 
truth is that most of these cases do not persevere until they 
reach the High School. Probably only those whose parents 


insist on it continue to that point. 


Practically twenty-five per cent of our elementary grades 
are below standard. as measured by progress in the schools. 


, 
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ne , . A . 
It is pertinent to ask the reason. We are not willing to admit. 


that our children are of less ability than is the average the 
country over. We believe them to be blessed with average 
intelligence. Why then this surprisingly high percentage of 
retarded cases? The answer is not far to seek. It is be- 
cause we are not giving the individual the opportunities he 


should have. 


Backward pupils need special attention. We should not 
forget that every pupil represents a certain average expendi- 
ture each year. If, by special individual instruction, we are 
able to save a year of any child’s time in school we are tes- 
sening the expense to the town by just so much. More than 
this, we stimulate and encourage him and please all his rela- 
tions. 


Of the four hundred boys and girls below grade as indi- 
cated on the chart, eighty failed of promotion last June. If 


we multiply this number by the average cost per pupil, ($40) 


it is found that it will cost the town $3200 to give these chil- 
dren another year of training on the same work we failed to 
accomplish with them last year. As a financial proposition 
this is not promising and ought to be avoided. 


The above amount would furnish three excellent teachers 
for the entire year or it would pay all the bills of an excellent 
vacation school in which catch up work might be done. 


The boy or girl who is able to move on up the grades 
regularly and creditably is far happier and more enthusiastic 
in his work than under other conditions. If, in fact, we judge 
any extra efforts we may make, only as so much done for a boy 
or girl in straightening out the difficulties of school work, the 
effort is well worth while. Any normal boy or girl who is 
regularly promoted -will cling to: school. much longer than 
those who are not. That we should surround him with favor- 
able conditions for promotion is our plain duty.

MEDICAL INSPECTION 


At least once a year all of our pupils are carefully ex- 
amined by the school physician. Many pupils have several 
examinations during the year. For the past few years this 
service has cost the town from ten to twelve cents per pupil. 
The question naturally arises, are we doing enough for the 
health and physical well-being of our boys and girls. Very 
strong influences are being brought forward in the legislature 
looking toward compelling all towns and cities to maintain 
dental clinics, school nurses, and supervisors of physical 
training. Shall we wait until such laws are passed or shall 
we rather be numbered among the pioneers in the movement 
by maintaining all these elements of a well rounded education 
before we really must do so in order to live within the iaw? 
With all of Natick’s prestige, with a reputation, national in its 
scope, of producing a type of the “most physically fit,” the 
town should be in the vanguard in these very things. Shall 
we or shall we not wait? 


ATHEETICuRIEED 


The splendid support on the part of the public and the 
uniform success of our athletic teams in competition with 
those from other towns and cities, bring to the front the 
great need of an enclosed athletic field centrally located, 
where match games as well as practice games may be held. 
Coolidge Field is ideal in every way but one. It is not en- 
closed. Is there not a possibility of securing from the courts 
and from the heirs of the original donor, permission to en- 
close these excellent grounds so that the necessary financial 
support for general athletics may be collected? Such a field 
would be a great boon to the High School and to the town. 


Your attention is called to the reports of the special 
teachers and to the statistics found on succeeding pages. 


In closing I wish to offer in brief form some recom- 
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mendations which have been considered at some length on 
preceeding pages. | 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
1. That the old high school building be made ready for 
school uses. 


2. That the Cochitaute Street building be made ready 
for school uses. 


3. That an instructor in physical training for the boys 
be provided in the High School. 


4. That a school nurse be regularly employed. 


5. That the work of two of the special branches now in 
the High School be transferred to the old high building. 


6. That a room be provided in the Wilson building tn 
which special work may be done with backward chiltren. 


7. That an appropriation be requested for a vecation 
school. 


8. That efforts be made ty secure an etclosed athletic 
field.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRIN- 
CIPAL 


Mr. E. L, Willard, Superintendent of Schools: | 

The problems of organization with which we were con- 
fronted at the opening of school in September, 1918, remained 
with us throughout the year and are still present. The elim- 
ination of the ninth grade from the elementary schools by the 
organization of the Sub-Freshman class in the High School 
has been much more difficult to accomplish than it seemed in 
theory, and much remains yet to be done. It has meant and 
still means a mixing of classes and a stretching of courses to 
a degree not consistent with best results. However, the ad- 
mission of all pupils next year directly to the Freshman 
class from the elementary schools, as it is planned, will be a 
long step toward restoring normal conditions of work. and 
higher standards of scholarship. 


In this connection, I feel compelled to call attention to 
the fact that our school is crowded with the present enroll- 
ment of 435. At the opening of school in September, this 
crowded condition made it very difficult to perfect the organ- 
ization. At last after all available class rooms had been used, 
it was found necessary to have two small classes meet in the 
office and to use one of the laboratories as a recitation room 
from two to four periods daily. Because of the increasing 
percentage of pupils electing the Commercial Course, the 
equipment for that department has become entirely inade- 
quate. We need a larger Bookkeeping room and the Type- 
writing classes require one teacher’s entire time. Further- 
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more, if these conditions prevail now, how shall we meet the 
situation next year when, according to a conservative esti- 
mate, the enrollment will be increased to over 500? 


No system of education is complete today which does not 
include systematic and regular physical training. By the in- 
troduction of physical” training among the girls of the High 
School, Natick has taken a long progressive “stride, and the 
excellent work done in that department is conclusive evidence 
that-no mistake was made... But,can we afford. to let the mat- 
ter rest there and leave-the.boys out of, this, very. beneficial, 
part of their education ? Is it not about time to employ @ 
competent” man ‘to give the boys a “systematic course in physi- 
cal training and at the same time coach all branches of athlet- 
ics? Athletic contests are good, but they do not reach the > 
great majority of,.the-hoys- who, most-need: physical training. 
Then.too; I.firnaly believe that.physical training develops bet-. 
ter scholarship ‘and ‘better. discipline as well-as better:.bodies. 


A high school course of study to meet present day condi- ~~ 
tions must be broad and flexible but developed along certain 
fundamental principles. The rigid course meets the real 
needs of but a small percentage of the pupils, while the free 
elective. course Jeads to scattering effort with no continuity. 
The course outlined below and recently adopted by the School | 
Committee aims to allow a wide choice of subjects while at 
the same time it makes necessary a definite plan on the part 
of the pupil. It is highly désirable that both. parents ‘and © 
pupils know what the course of study has to offer and under- 
stand all of its requirements.

Deficienty examinations will be given during the first 
week of the school year to such pupils as have made applica- 
tion for them at the close of the previous school-year and pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence of consistent study\ under the 
direction of a competent tutor. 


The Natick High School has been approv ed by the New 
England College Entrance Certificate Board. The Principal’s 
certification of graduates is accepted by all. colleges repre- 
sented on this board. 


Reports giving each pupil’s record in scholarship, at- 
tendance, and deportment are sent to parents six times each 


year. The final report contains the pupil’s average for the 
year in each subject and the number of points earned. These 
reports are considered sufficient notification of a pupil’s prog- 
ress and standing in the school. 


Co-operation of parents and teachers is a most effective 
means of preventing the failure of pupils and promoting the 
efficiency of the school. Parents are cordially invited to visit 
the school for consultation.

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REPORT ON MANUAL TRAINING 


Mr. E. L. Willard, Supt. of Public Schools : 

At the beginning of the school year it was decided to give 
the High School classes mechanical drawing two days a week; 
whereas, last year only one day a week was devoted to this 
subject. This change has seemed to stimulate more interest 
in the work and I have no doubt that the present schedule has 
proved its value to the pupils. 


Geometrical Construction and Development of Surfaces 
are given the first and second year pupils. Machine Drawing 
and Design are given third year pupils; also Tracing and 
Blueprinting. : 


The seventh and eighth grades are receiving instruction 
in elementary woodwork, at the same old stand—so-called, 
the Cochituate School. The first eight weeks was devoted to 
the draiwng of plans for future work in wood. 


We began our woodwork November Ist. The boys being 
first taught to plane a board square regardless of dimensions ; 
after this first exercise they are held strickly to dimensions. 


The course is so planned that each succeeding project 
they make demands the use of some new tool. 


The Group System of instruction has proved a great suc- 
cess in our work. It provides several different projects in 
each group, all involving the same tool processes. The princi- 
pal feature of this method is to give each boy a chance, to 
develop his individual tastes by choosing that particular pro- 
ject which suits him best. 
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Several repairs have been made about the shop by the 
pupils, including the making of a First Aid cabinet, setting 
window glass, repairs to lockers, renumbering of lockers, mak- 
ing a paint table, and building a complete tool-room. 


As far as possible, the shop is conducted upon a commer- 
cial basis. Each class has a foreman who inspects their work 
before it is shown to the instructor. Each pupil has a turn as 
tool-room keeper. His duties are to pass out tools and mate- 
rial, and receive each pupil’s money for lumber used, giving 
them a receipt, and checking up their accounts. 


The insufficient time allowed the seventh and_ eighth 
grades for Manual Training is a great drawback in the work 
and a damper on their enthusiasm, the majority of classes re- 
ceiving only one hour a week; approximately twenty-six hours 
a year. 


We are very much in need of better quarters. Our pres- 
ent shop is unsanitary and without proper ventilation. Owing 
to the existing dampness in the building it is impossible to 
keep the tools in proper condition and the lumber warps out 
of shape. I think no comments are necessary upon the out- 
side appearance of the building. 


Woodworking was offered to the sub-freshmen boys but 
very few availed themselves of the opportunity. These older 
boys know from previous experience that the present Manual 
Training shop is poorly equipped for an advanced course in 

Cabinet making. 


It has been suggested that Manual Training be offered to 
the pupils in the first and second years of High School. For 
such a course the installation of proper machinery would be- 
come most essential. :

In compliance with your request I herewith submit a re- 
port on the aims of Art Instruction. 2 


The satisfactory work and enthusiasm of the children is 
wholly due, to the loyal co-operation of the grade teachers and 
I take this opportunity to express my appreciation. 


The general plan and itemized list of subjects undértaken 
I have given in previous reports. This year we have elimi- 
nated war posters on conservation and substituted thrift and 
war saving stamp devices; otherwise we shall be found teach- 
ing Nature Study in September and October—Lettering and 
Measuring in November and December—Working Drawing, 
Still-life and Grouping in January and February—Animal 
Pose and Poster work in March and April—Design in May 
and June with proper notice taken of the holidays. 


Our most serious handicap this year is time and the 
enormous classes. 


Drawing is the most natural form of expression and re- 
sults come early. There are two types of results—one of di- 
rect representation from objects; the other—the arrangement 
of objects, repeats, sequences, geometric arrangement and 
later harmony of related objects. The first teaches observa- 
tion; the second, order. Such teaching cannot begin too early. 
There is in all art teaching a very serious difficulty as to its 


relation to the school schedule due to two couses—First, as 
_ the work is done by hand it takes an amount of time to express 
oe which is considerably more than it takes to conceive—Second, 
working in any art is stimulating and results are injured if 
checked in process. No elaborate work need be done in the pub- 
lic schools but the elemental factors of arrangement and order 
____ should be completed in the school course.

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REPORT ON MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Board 
of the Town of Natick, Massachusetts, the Supervisor of 
Music herewith respectfully submits her report. 


OUR OBJECTIVE 


To lead the children to an appreciation of music and to 
an experience of the keen delight in an acquaintance with 
wholesome music both instrumental and vocal. 


OUR METHODS 


The grafonola is used to accompany the marching of all 
classes entering and leaving grammar school buildings. The 
pianoforte is used daily for song accompaniments and for 
special assembly singing at holiday seasons. Whatever the 
pupils hears from either of these sources makes its impression 
in the direction of our dual “Objective.” 


Pitch, rythm, and tone quality must be definitely, 
thoroughly, and untiringly presented to the pupil. The in- 
dividual’s actual production personally in these three basic 
elements of music carries us far toward our goal. How 
do we attempt to effect that individual production? In the 
grammar grades as follows: 


Exercises and songs are sung individually and collective- 
ly. The exercises embody principles of rythm4 and pitch 
carefully graded to meet the daily and yearly advance of the 
pupil. The study of these developes ability to read and sing 
correctly definite tones and rythms.

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REPORT ON COOKING 


Mr. E. L. Willard, Supt. of Schools: 

In view of the change from the nine grade system te 
the eight grade system we have the girls of the seventh grade 
taking cookery this year as well as those of the eighth, sub- 
freshmen and high school. 


The seventh and eighth grades both being beginning 
classes are following out the same general course as of 
other years. The sub freshman class the first of the year 
had canning, making of marmalade and pickle for outside 
people. With this method the class had practice in canning’ 
and preserving while the unnecessary expense was dispensed 
with. This, class, too, are following out the same course as 
has been followed previous years. In addition to the regular 
course the present plan provides for cooking and serving a 
few simple meals. 


The high school classes canned, made marmalade, jellies 
and pickle for outside people the first part of the year. Un- 
til now they have been having advanced cookery. For the 
rest of the year they will study menu making, cooking and 
serving of meals and will have a short course in Invalid Cock- 
ery.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To E. L. Willard, Superintendent of Natick Schools: 
Herewith I have the honor to present you with my an- 
nual report as School Physician. 


There has been this year a ‘marked decrease in the num- 
ber of cases of sickness among the children over the last year. 
Influenza so prevalent at that time has not yet reappeared. 
There have been a few cases of diphtheria and scarlet. fever 
among the children, but no more than we have every year. 
Chicken pox has been very prevalent in several schools, inter- 
rupting the attendance of the pupils. 


Physically the children are up to the average of most of 
our Massachusetts’ schools, though quite a number of the 
children are not well nourished. In all large communities 
there are always those who do not feed their children properly ; 
often as the result of ignorance; too often because they can- 
not get the kind of food they ought to have to give the right 
growth and development. 


A very large number of children in the lower grades are 
suffering with defective teeth. As the age increases parents 
seem to devote more attention to the care of the teeth, though 
even as far as the senior high school we find many who are 
suffering from that cause. 


In the following report of my examinations for the past 


year a very large percentage of low markings is on account 
of defective teeth.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 

Gentlemen: 

pees The forty-seventh annual report is herewith presented 
and fortunately it has not been necessary to refer to any 
closing because of an epidemic of influenza or for the conser- 
vation of light and heat, and the result has been that the total 
circulation 62,542 has outdistanced all previous records, and 
another assistant at the desk has been indispensable all the 
fall and winter. 


With the termination of the war there was a retura to 
more normal conditions and the aftermath has been a renewed 
interest in vocational work, and the calls for books on the 
different industries and methods of business have, been num- 
-erous. Two book lists “One thousand technical books” com- a 
piled by Herbert L. Cowing, and “Five Hundred business | "4 
books” compiled by Ethel Cleveland, Librarian of the Busi- i 
‘ness branch of the Indianapolis Public Library and published Pog 
and sent by the War Service Division of the American Library 
- Association, have been of great value as they were designed male 
for just such practical work. The selection has been bised 3 By 
upon the most essential books used by the business, industrial a. 
and technical schools and colleges, and found to be the be:t 
adapted to supply the prevailing demand. 
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Many of the returned soldiers and young peeple have 
seemed to have a different attitude towards life and have 
shown a firm determination to perfect themselves in some one 
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branch of knowledge, and it is a source of gratificaticn that as 
a rule their first application is to the public library for in- 
formation on the selection of schools, colleges and material. | 


The Librarian of the University of Michigan has said that 
“‘Post-school education so far as it is to be got from books, is 
likely for nine tenths of cur people to be got from books in 
libraries, and they are in most cases the agent, the only one 
possible for the average young man or woman seeking further 
knowledge from books.” He also says that “Unless the lib- 
rary has established direct contact with school children, con- 
tact apart from school work as well as in it, it is vain to ex- 
pect much use from the child released from the bondage of 
school duties to.the greater servitude of daily labor. It is vitally 
important if the results of education are to be conserved, that 
both librarians and teachers realize the need of cultivating 
the habitual and voluntary use of the library by children.” 


That the teachers have a due comprehension of this fact 
has been fully demonstrated by. the supplementary work 
which the library has been called upon to perform. Collateral 
reading has been obligatory in the grade schools as well as in 
the high, and besides the study periods spent in the reference 
room and the general work there with the pupils, room has 
been made on the open shelves for nearly five hundred vol- 
umes equally divided between fiction and non-fiction for the 
use of the sophomore, junior and senior classes of the high 
school throughout the year, and from time to time other col- 
lections of books are reserved for them and other students in 
addition to those drawn by the teachers of the various schools 
for use in the class room. 


Quite a few of the teachers have been doing special work 
along educational lines, which has meant an increase in the 
number of books pertaining to the science of teaching, and is 


another link in the chain. 
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_ Co-operation with the teachers and foreign students of 
the night school has resulted in the supplying of elementary 
books on the English language and American history and 
government from the Americanization standpoint, and these 
students are very appreciative of any assistance given them. 


Another quotation from the Michigan Librarian’s address 
is that “One of the most successful aids to holding childrer. to 
a habit of reading is the keeping up the interest in some sub- 
ject which has attracted them in their school days, and to the 
end of keeping alive an interest already aroused, the library 
and the school should be in close touch.” The library having 
an intimate knowledge of the natural inclination of the indi- 
vidual child from the time he acquires his card has every 
epportunity to help him, and the increasing dependence upon 
the library as a source of supplies by the young people is most 

encouraging and to be welcomed. 


Someone has said that “The liberation of the spirit of 
“men is after all the main task of education, rather than the 
‘liberation of the forces of nature, and it is a good deal more 
consequence for the average man to learn the difference be- 
tween Bolshevism and Socialism than to teach him the differ- 
ence between a belaying pin and a marlin spike,” and it is 
most desirable that a spirit of hospitality pervades the library 
so that each one may feel free to make any request however 
small, knowing that it will be given due attention, and that 
ultimately they may be able to attain the “literature of power.” 


- Library work has had a big impetus through the camp 
libraries, and soldiers who heretofore had not had much inter- 
est, having discovered that they could be supplied with profit- 
able information, are making practical use of their home lib- 
raries, and it is the concern of the library not to be found 
“wanting in anything pertaining to their inferests. “The 
government that loses contact with its people soon ceases to 
serve them, and the effectiveness of the public library depends 
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upon its establishing close relations with the public,’ and be- 


sides having all books that are needful, see that those books 


are utilized. 


There has been an unusual demand for reference material, 
and this is a part of the service that means more than even 
the delivery of books at the desk, and in addition to the regu. 
lar number of annuals that are added yearly have been the 
following: 


History of the American people in 10v., and containing a 
copy of all leading public documents so valuable in the study 
of the history of the United States, by Woodrow Wilson.

United States catalogue, 1912-1917, and Supplement, 
1918-June, 1919, giving a list of all books with imprint pub- 
lished during that time. 


It is to be regretted that with the enlarged opportunities 
for practical work the library is so hampered by lack of room, 
for there is a more extensive field for service than ever be- 
fore, and with the increasing population there is a broader 
outlook for the future. After a period of forty-seven years 
the building has been outgrown, and there has to be an omis- 


sion of much that is necessary to an all round development, 
and naturally the conditions do not improve. Much time is 
wasted in withdrawing old books to make room for the rew 
and in changing the location of those that remain. Many pe- 
riodicals which should be at hand for reference have te he 
stored, exhibitions of the Massachusetts Art Club which were 
so much enjoyed by students of art and the people generaily 
had to be given up some time ago, many other things that are 
legitimate branches of the work have to be left out, and so 
progress is delayed because of this congestion. 


As a temporary expedient the wooden book cases could 
be replaced by steel stacks, which while much more expensive 
can be moved anywhere and last indefinitely, giving more 
space and light, and are at the present time the only kind to be 
considered. 


Subject to the same conditions is Miss Haggett in the 
Young People’s Library for it is filled to overflowing the hour 
and a half between school sessions at noon, and after school 
has closed in the afternoon, and it has been necessary to open 
again this winter at half past six instead of seven in the even- 


ing. 


It is difficult for her many times to keep an oversight of 
the room, attend to the selection and delivery of books, and 
do the regular routine work that is required. With so many 
little ones not familiar with books or methods, it is necessary 
to devote much more time to their needs than to the older 
children although their applications for assistance are many, 
and especially with the increasing number of foreigners is 
this attention imperative. 


There are many sidelines in the work with children which 
are very exacting, and as an animated ant hill is the nearest 
resemblance to this room during the busy hours, it is sur- 
prising that Miss Haggett can accomplish as much as she 
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does. Someone with experience has said “That work in a 


town library is never dull for there is always a spirit of ad- 


venture in the air, and best of all, the longer one is in it, the 
more interesting it becomes.’”’ <A truer statement was never 
made as to the work in general, but when applied to the work 
with children the “Spirit of adventure” is rampant. 


An innovation this year has been the story hour con- 
ducted by Miss Amy Sylvester whom we were very fortunate 
to secure. She has made a study of child psychology, and is 
especially gifted in the art of telling stories to both young and 
old, and that she is appreciated by the children is shown by 
the attendance each Saturday evening when the average num- 


ber is fifty, and also by the call for books upon which hem 


stories are based. 


These stories are the foundation of a knowledge of much 
literature that many children never have an opportunity of ac- 
quiring otherwise, and introduces them to the lives of noble 
men and women, when they are most susceptible to their in- 
fluence. Miss Alice M. Jordan of the Boston Public Library 
says that “Proper story-telling cultivates imagination, gives 
right physical standards, develops right sense of humor, cul- 


tivates power of sustained attention, creates friendly relations 


with the library, and circulates books.” . It has been carried on 
for years in many of the large libraries and has proved a 
most satisfactory method of instruction wherever tried, and 
while it has been under consideration here for a long time, this 
was been the first opportunity to obtain anyone especially 
adapted to the work. 


Besides the usual number of gifts of national and state 
documents, we have had a very valuable collection of miner- 
als, shells and nature books from Misses Beulah and Enia 


Johnson, a fine contribution of minerals from Miss Emma F-

Francis L. Sellew, Chairman; Henry M. Robbins, Clerk. 


The Speen Street Main, authorized by vote of the special 
town meeting held in July 1918, has been constructed and is 
capable of furnishing greater fire protection for the Northway 
District, so called, and likewise insures a relief supply of water 
to supplement the Pond Street Main which hitherto served as 
the sole feeder to West Natick. The new extention ought to 
go a long way toward hastening the prospective development 
of the property west of Speen Street so far as inducing home 
builders to locate in that territory. 


Notwithstanding a decrease of six million gallons in the 
volume of water pumped during 1919 as compared with the 
latest normal year, 1917, there has been a slight increase in the 
revenue of the department. This is accounted for by the 
fact that fewer delinquent accounts are being carried on the 
books, also that the townspeople are making an earnest effort 
to guard against wastefulness. This healthy state of affairs 
is reflected also in the optimistic report of reduced per capita 
daily consumption of water which during 1919 registered 
fifty five gallons as against fifty-six gallons in 1917 and sixty 
two in 1915. 


By way of contrast, however, many urban communities 
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register per capita consumption of water approximating 100 


gallons per day. Especially where not more than 75 per cent 


of the water consumers have metered services...It is only 
natural to expect a fairly normal increase in the use of water 
from year to year because of the addition of extra fixtures 
which are frequently being installed in houses as well as 
the more extensive resort to sill cocks for watering lawns and 
gardens, so that it is worthy of notice that our statistics of 
lowered water consumption per capita proved to be as assets to 


the townspeople. The important point to be deducted from 


this favorable record is the desirability of more general use 
of water meters and a persistent effort to check waste in every 
way. 


The policy of extensive renewals of deteriorated water 
mains launched during 1917, though temporarily suspended 
during the war, will be pursued with greater vigor during 
the coming year and your Board has in mind to install new 
cast iron mains ‘forthwith, beginning with the most exposed 
locations near the center of the town: and: radiating outward 
as the need for reconstruction grows urgent, -all the while 
utilizing the income of the department to finance these re- 
newals and replacements without having any recourse to bor- 
rowed money. 


In passing, it is well to. remark that several defects in 
the wood piping installed in 1917 have been brought to Ight. 
These defects apparently have resulted from sap decay which 
kad pesmeated the fibre of the wood before its manufacture 
into wood pipe rather than to any defect in the workmanship 
of the pipe itself. Wherever the department has had to 
abandon wood mains, resort to cast iron piping has invariably 
been followed. 


Your Board feels that the time has arrived when definite 
action toward the purchase and installation of a new heavy- 
duty pump in the Springvale Station should be taken. The 
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é apparatus at present installed in the station consists of an old 

Blake: ‘pump with a rated capacity of three million gallons per 

day. and a Barr pump with a rated capacity of three million 

gallons per day. The former unit has completely outlived its: Ns 
usefulness and the frequent necessity for repairs on the Barr ; 
: pump during recent years warrants your Board in requesting 
the definite purchase of a new unit capable of pumping at 
least. 4,000,000 per day. The possiblity of securing a pump 
_ tated at this capacity is more likely now that war conditions 
eyhave passed; furthermore, the substantial reduction in the out- 
~ standing net bonded indebtedness of the department, which in 
_ the three-year period- 1915-1918 was reduced approximately 
e824. 000, will go a long way toward reconciling this new outlay ae 
x necessary to purchase the proposed pump. , 


The water distributing system has grown to such an ex- 

tensive degree that due regard must always be had for zde- he 
quate facilities at the pumping station if the supply is always i ‘ 
to be of ample proportions, and the hazard of conflagration | 
a close ly guarded against.

Coincident with the policy of your Board regarding ex- 

tensive renewals of several miles of deteriorated mains, it is | ns 
opportune to bring to the attention of the citizens the pressing ay 
necessity of recommending substantial increase in the water rere 
rates prevailing at the present time. Your Board, proposes, Reh 
after lengthy deliberation of the problem, to bring before the | ie 
citizens a schedule of new rates applying not only to schedule ee 
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services, but also to metered services. Circulars explaining 
in detail the proposed increase shall be distributed among the 
water consumers and an article embodying the new plan of the 
Commissioners shall be inserted in the warrant for the next 
town meeting. The conditions which have brought about the 
necessity for these recommendations can be attributed almost 
entirely to the present decreased net earning power of the 
Water Department due to increased wages and higher cost of 
material, as well as to the extreme necessity for renewing and 
replacing the worn-out water mains previously referred to.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and Citizens: 


Herewith is submitted the 46th Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of the Natick Water Works for the year end- 
ed December 31, 1919. 


Two years ago the first considerable job of reconstruct- 
ing our water system was prosecuted on North Main Street, 
whereon an 8 inch cast iron main was laid from Whitney’s 
Crossing, so called, to the vicinity of Mechanic Street, to re- 
place the cement lined pipe which had seriously depreciated 
after 43 years’ service. 


There is urgent need of extending this North Main Street 
artery from its present terminus near Mechanic Street south- 
erly toward Main Street at its junction with South Avenue, 
thence easterly through South Avenue to Dewey Street where 
this proposed line (10 inch cast iron pipe) would be tied in 
with the 18 inch force main. 


In the absence of any definite plan submitted by the in- 
surance interests with regard to the gradual elimination of the 
many combustible structures which now constitute a serious 
fire menace in the congested district west of North Main 
Street, this proposed renewa! of water mains shall go a long 
way toward minimizing the conflagation hazard of this por- 
tion of the business district of the town. 


Much of the operating plant of the department was in- 
stalled nearly a score of years ago when costs of material and 
labor were low in comparision with the high trend of prices 
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today. The obsolescence of this equipment is beginning to 
become evident at the present time and provision must be made 
for extensive replacement and renewal. As an instance of the 
wide variance existing between maintenance costs of 1919 and 
1909, for example, one can cite the factor of labor: in 1909 
Water Department employees were paid $2 per day, today the 
same employees are paid $4.00 per day; the cost of anthracite 
coal in 1909 was $4.30 per ton, today it is in excess of $12 per 
ton, and bituminous coal in 1909 was $2.50 per ton and today is 
$8.10. Again, for an expenditure of $5,000 in 1909 a water 
main of 10 inch cast iron pipe could be constructed running at 
least 3,000 feet, whereas today less than 2,000 feet of a simi- 
lar main could be constructed within the same appropriation. 
The 18 inch force main extending from the Springvale Pump- 
ing Station to the Reservoir, a distance of approximately three 
miles, cost $29 per net ton for the cast iron piping, wh2reas 
today the same pipe would cost in the neighborhood of $60 
per net ton. 


The lesson to be deduced from this comparision of costs 1s 
that your water department cannot be maintained as a self- 
paying utility unless the water rates which have prevailed 
during the last 20 years are substantially increased. 


The proper way to finance the installation of these pro- 
posed renewals of worn out water mains is to resort to in- 
creased water rates rather than to issues of serial bonds be- 
cause serial payment bonds maturing annually would scarcely 
be ample to provide funds for expenditures upon the pro- 
posed reconstruction. 


The statistics of pumping at the Springvale Water Sta- 
tion record a total of 225,167,735 gallons, the lowest pumpage 
since the year 1913 when the aggregate was 206,000,000 gal- 


lons. This record is all the more gratifying because of the. 


undeniable fact that the population of the town has increased 
at least 20 per cent within the same period, so that the per 


capita daily consumption of water during the past year has 
recorded a new low level, approximating 55 gallons in contrast 
to an average of 95 gallons which is the daily average per 
capita consumption of several hundred American cities. 


The installation of the heavy 8 inch cast iron water n-?ii 
on Speen Street, connecting the Hartford Street Main with the 
West Central Street Main, if we exclude the breach caused 
_by the Boston & Albany railroad bridge, has been completed 
-and is already in service. In conjunction with the laying of 
this heavy main several hundred feet of worn out cement lined 
pipe on West Central Street west of Speen Street, has been 
discarded, and a new main of 8 inch cast iron pipe has been 
laid so that there is an unbroken artery of cast iron pipe run- 
ning from the Springvale Pumping Station westerly on Wor- 
cester and Hartford Streets through Speen Street and again 
westerly on West Central Street, to the terminus Kendall . 
Lane. This main not only affords far ampler fire protection 
to West Natick, but also furnishes a supply auxiliary to the 
old main running through Pond Street to West Natick. 


Miss Bertha Robinson, who has served as an assistant 
bookkeeper to the department, resigned her position in June 
last to enter into a new sphere of life... This young lady has 
been in the office for nearly two years and her services were of 
meritorious character which redounded to the credit of the 
department. We desire to express our sincere wishes for her 
good fortune in coming years. Miss Alice Jerdan, a recent 
graduate of the Natick High School, now occupies the position 
relinquished by Miss Robinson, and Miss Jordan is giving | 
to the duties of the office satisfactory attention worth; of the 
efforts of her predecessor,

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REPORT OF OVERSEERS OF POOR 


To the Citizens of Natick: , 
The Overseers of the Poor respectfully submit their re- 
‘port for the year ending December 31, 1919. 


Although business conditions have been favorable this 
_ year, we have been called upon to render aid to more cases 
than during the previous year. For this reason, and with the 
increased cost of living, we were unable to meet our expendi- 
tures, which necessitated our peu eRne an additional appro- 
-priation last Fall. 


Our department is an extremely difficult one to estimate 
in advance what the cost will be to maintain the same for 
_ twelve months. There are a number of reasons controlling 
B1this, and one we would like to cite for your information :— 
A new case came to us early in the year, a family without 
even a settlement in the State, the bread winner having been 
taken suddenly by death, and not having been in the Common- 
wealth long enough they could not receive aid under the 
Mothers’ Pension Act. We notified that State, who was re- 
sponsible, and they immediately advised the weekly allowance 
to be made them, which like all cases over what they had con- 
trol during the past year, was considerably more than had 
been their custom to allow. On this particular case we paid 
out more than $400.00 from our appropriation, and your 
Town Treasurer has received reimbursement on the same, 
_which in no way com?s back to us for reuse. You will realize 
we had no means of estimating in advance any amount to 
cover the same, and the only relief to meet the unlooked for 
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eases, is that some case we have been aiding, who has no set- i 
tlement here, moves to some other city or town. Another con- , 
dition controlling our expenditures that cannot be estimated 

in advance, is one of our own settlers living now in some other 

city or town, applying for aid of the local Board of Overseers 

of the Poor, in whatever locality they are then located. To be 
sure we are notified that aid is being rendered, with the 
amount expected to be allowed, but very often conditions 
change, and a greater allowance has to be made, and bill gen- 
erally received six months later. This again necessitates an 
expenditure that we in advance could not figure on. 


A year ago we informed you that our department did 
not burden you on the taxation to the full amount of our ap- 
propriation, and estimated that the reimbursement for this 
year should be $8,766.00, and we have exceeded the same, hav- 
ing reimbursed the town $9,919.81, leaving the net cost of our 
department for this year $12,912.34, out of an expenditure of 
$22,831.73. You will realize with such a substantial reim- 
bursement coming back to your Town Treasurer direct, and 
not to us for reuse, that after caring for those unfortunate 
to seek aid through our department, we are giving you full 
protection on the taxation question. 


The latter part of November we received a communica- 
tion from the Commisioner of the Department of Public Wel- 
fare, which department is to regulate all aid rendered under 
the Mothers’ Aid Law, requesting that all Overseers of the 
Pecr in this Commonwealth, make request for a greater ap- 
propriation, considering the same necessary to meet the higher 
cost of living of today. This necessitates the revising of the 
amounts we had been allowing on these cases, in order to con- 
form with what they consider from their budget the proper 
amount they should receive. 


We gained verdict this year in the courts on a case of 
‘disputed settlement, being awarded the amount of our claim 
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with interest against place we contended settlement belonged. 


During the year we found it necessary to do something 
about the washing the inmates clothes at the Town Home. 
This was being done by hand, and over the ordinary wash- 
board, by the matron, as none of the women help would do it, 
ewing to the condition of the same, so we have had installed 
an electric washing-machine. In the kitchen the baking range, 
which was purchased at the time the Home was built, had 
outgrown its usefulness, was replaced by a new one, doing 
the same amount of baking in about one-third the time, as 
well as making a considerable saving in the coal burned. 


In 1918 our supply of wood was becoming exhausted, so 
we purchased standing wood for $430.00, which we consid- 
ered was a good bargain, the proximity to the Town Home 
making it more so, and this year we paid $322.50 for the cut- 
ting the wood, making a total expenditure of $722.50. We 
received 129 cords of wood from this lot, costing us about 
$5.60 per cord.

REPORT OF TOWN PHYSICIAN 


Io the Overseers of the Poor: 
Gentlemen :—The following is my report as Town Physi- 
cian for the year ending December 31, 1919. 


There were 1388 calls, divided as follows: 


Calls to the Town Home 85 
Calls to homes (outside patients) 98 
Calls to office (outside patients) 5 


This has been a year of unusual good health in the com- 
munity. ‘There has been no epidemic among our people, as 
there was last year. 


The Town Home has not been exempt from the good for- 
tune, there not being a single serious case among the inmates, 
no death during the time of my service, which is remarkable 
when we consider that about all the inmates are very old and 
feeble, and we have a right to look for almost anything with 
them. 


I have made a practice of visiting the Town Home at 
quite frequent intervals, even when not called, and have al- 
ways found them well cared for, and satisfied with their care 
and food. “The Warden and his wife take great interest in the 
old people, and seem to study how to keep them well and 
happy. I cannot commend too highly their management of 
the Town Home, and I hope it will be a long time before we 
have to look for others to fill their places. I have made a 
good many visits, but the most of them have been on one long 
running chronic case.

We wish to acknowledge the courtesy of the Overseers of 
the Poor, who have continued to allow us the free use of their 
office for a meeting place, as they have done in past years. Six 
stated meetings were held during the year 1919, besides which 
the Board made numerous visits to different parts of the town 
in the performance of the duties assigned to it. In addition, the 
chairman and secietary, as a sub-committee, have held many 
conferences with the engineers in charge of the several projects 
and have personal! inspected the progress of the work from 
time to time. 


Three special subjects were referred to the Board by the 
annual town meeting of 1919, on which we submit our report 
under separate headings. 
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SOUTH ARM OF PEGAN BROOK 


Under Article 24 of the warrant, the Town voted “to in- 
struct the Planning Board to have a survey made of the district 
drained by the South arm of Pegan Brook, with a view to mak- 
ing a comprehensive plan for submission to the Town for per- 
manently taking care of this drainage in a way to promote the 

future developement and improvement of this section of the 
Town.” An appropriation of $300 was made to cover the cost 
of this survey. 


In compliance with these instructions, the Board has had 
such a survey made, including a series of levels along the bed 
- of the brook from Oakland Street near where it flows into Dug 
Pond to the Boston and Albany Railroad east of Marion 
Street, a distance of approximately two miles. This survey 
was made, by R. J. Farnham,.C. E., who did a very complete 
and thorough job. The results are recorded by a comprehen- 
sive profile plan on a horizontal scale of 40 feet and a veritcal 
scale of 2 feet to the inch, which shows the level of the bot- 
tom and the banks of the brook at every point throughout its 
length, with the dimensions and construction of all walls and 
culverts. The plan also shows how much the bed of the 
brook needs to be lowered at every point to bring it to a uni- 
form slope, such as would properly carry off the water; 
also the number of cubic yards of excavation necessary in each 
section and the quantity of concrete work that would be re- 
quired for walls and roof in every section where it may be 
desired to cover the brook at any future time. 


In past years the Town has spent considerable money in 
periodically cleaning out different parts of this brook, without 
the benefit of: any complete plan; and this expenditure has 
resulted in little or no permanent improvement. The pre- 
sent survey shows that the bed of the brook is higher in cer- 
tain places, for example, west of Forest Street, than it is at 
places further up stream; so that the flow is obstructed, the 
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_spring flood level of the water is raised in the upper course of 


the brook, and stagnant pools are left after every rain in sum- 
mer. 


By working according to the plan in future, when any 
section of the brook is cleaned out, the bottom can be brought 
down to the permanent grade required for good drainage. 
In some parts not much excavation is needed; tor example, at 
Cottage Street the bed of the brook is now at about the cor- 
rect level; while west of Forest Street it needs to be lowered 
more than two feet.- By using the figures for excavation given 
on the plan a contractor can make a close estimate of the cost 
of the work for any section. 


In the upper part of the brook, the bottom needs to be 
lowered about two feet—more or less— throughout its whole 
course from Union Street to Lincoln Road, which will greatly 
improve the run-off of water from East Central Street, near 
Union, and permit better drainage of the low land between 
the Morse Hospital grounds and Cottage Street. 


After any section of the brook has been cleaned out and 
excavated down to the proper grade, it may be covered, if 
desired, with a cement culvert. Two sections between Cottage 
Street and Floral Avenue are already covered, and fortunate- 
ly the bed of the brook under these covered parts does not re- 
quire to be much deepened, so that the cement walls and roof 
need not be disturbed in bringing the bottom down to grade. 


We advise that the Town should not attempt to complete 
all the work needed on this brook in one year: but we recom- 
mend that a beginning be made this year by grading the lower 
end of the brook from Oakland Street to Cottage Street, as pro- 
posed in Article 5% of the warrant for this years town meet- 
ing. This will take care of the most thickly settled territory 
drained by the brook, where residents have complained of its 
present condition. Another year another section of the brook 
may be attended to; and, if each year’s work is done under the 


Jit 


supervision of the Planning Board, our engineer will see that 


each section is properly completed according to the original 
plan. 


In carrying out this work attention must be given to 
repairing the existing stone walls on the sides of the brook, 
where required, and to reinforcing the foundations of street 
culverts where it is necessary to excavate below them. If it 
is decided to cover any section, suitable provisions must be 
made for manholes and for catch-basins where street drains 


enter to prevent silt being washed into the culvert. If this 


work is once properly done, there, should be no further expense 
for cleaning the brook. 


The estimated cost of grading the bottom of the lower 
half of the brook, from Oakland Street to Cottage Street, in- 
including the necessary incidental work on old walls and cul- 
verts, is $2,300. Under the terms of Article 57 of the war- 
rant, which does not provide for assessment of betterments 
on the private property benefited, the entire cost of this work 
would be paid by the Town, this being in line with the liberal 


policy established by the Town in making appropriations in 


past years for cleaning out, 


We estimate the cost of similarly grading the upper half 
of the brook from Cottage Street to East Central Street, near 
the car barn, about one mile, including rebuilding culverts, 
etc., at $3,200. The Board did not insert a special article 
in this year’s warrant for excavating this section, ‘believing 
that this portion of the work might well be postponed ; but, 
ifthe lowering of the water level in the upper part of the 
brook by two feet would be of enough immediate advantage 
to the drainage of East Central Street to justify the expense 
this year, it might be included in the appropriation for roads 
under Article 2. Although the brook is mostly on private 
land, we believe it would be wise for the Town to asstime 
the full cost of this improvement, whenever made. 
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On the other hand, if it should be decided to cover over 
any section of the brook, which is a natural open water course 
that has always carried the flowage from this district, it is 
fair that a part of the cost of covering it on private land but 
not exceeding the special benefit received for each piece of 
property), should be assessed on the owners, the remaining 


part being borne by the town. 


Article 58 of this year’s warrant proposes “to cover with 
a cement-concrete culvert the open portions of Pegan Brook 
from South Main Street, near junction with Cottage Street, to 
South Main Street, near junction with Cottage Street, to 
Floral Avenue, the work to be done under the supervision 
of the Planning Board, according to the provisions of the 
betterment law.” ‘This law does not allow a larger total as- 
sessment on any owner than the actual fair value of the bet- 
terment to his land by the improvement, and payment, if de- 
sired, may be spread over a period of ten years. 


The property-owners affected by this article have peti- 
tioned the Planning Board to recommend some definite action 
closing the part of the brook on their land, alleging that it 
is a damage to the property and “has been a nuisance and 
detrimental to health for twenty-five years.” We believe they 
should be willing to pay a fair share of the cost of the de- 
sired improvement, as determined under the betterment law, 
and recommend that the Town undertake the work on that 
plan. The cost of a cement-concrete culvert over the open por- 
tions of the brook in this section, with the necessary catch- 
basins and manholes, we estimate at $2,000., of which a part, 
possibly one half, would be later recovered by the Town 
through betterment assessments. The share of the better- 


‘ment paid for by the Town would consist in the final remov- 


al of a recurrent source of trouble, and in the general better- 
ment that the whole receives by the improvement of any part. 
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IMPROVEMENT OF COOLIDGE PARK DISTRICT 


> oAs. stated im our report) of, last, year; the improved, drain- 
age of jthe, tract between, the Hospital,,grounds and Cottage 
street secured by lowering the grade,of Pegan brook, together 
with an improved lay out,of roads; will add.considerably, to, its 


value for residence purposes. We present herewith a sketch-

‘westward, to the Sherborn road. The only way to travel be-

vent private owners from carrying out building or other plans

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We therefore recommend that the Town vote, under 
Article 59, to instruct the Selectmen to lay out Coolidge 
Street from Cottage Street to Union Street, as proposed in this 
report, for acceptance at a future, town meeting. 


In connection with the improvement of this section, 
Article 56 of the warrant proposes a culvert over the Brook at 
Sherman Street. Whenever a permanent culvert is built 
here, or at Sheridan Street, the bed of the brook, for a short 
distance at least, should first be excavated to the flow line 
shown on the profile plan referred to, and the culvert should 


be made of a width and height sufficient not to obstruct the ' 


flow. This work could probably be done most economically 
in connection with the grading of the upper half of the brook, 
and we recommend that it be done under the same supervision 
as that work. 


PROPOSED UNDERDRAIN AT FELCHVILLE 


At the last annual town meeting the following article ot 
the warrant of 1918 was referred back to the Planning Board 
with authority to prepare a plan‘and estimate of cost: “Article 
31. To see if the Town will vote to construct an underdrain, 
so as to carry the water from Pleasant Street to the brook near 
the corner of North Main and Bacon Streets, appropiate 
money to pay for same or otherwise act thereon.” According- 
ly we have had a survey made from which a plan and esti- 
mate have been prepared, and report as follows: 


The surface water from Pleasant Street and from the 
adjoining fields now enters an open brook, whose course ‘is 
shown in the small plan on the following page. It crosses 
Pleasant’ Street about 100 feet east of the junction of Pleas- 
ant and North Main Streets and flows southward parallel to 
North Main Street in the rear of the houses and across Bacon 
Street to a point near the southern rear corner of the Felch- 
ville fire station. There it turns to the west and enters an 
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18 inch drain pipe under North Main Street. The part of the) | 
brook on private land, that is, all except where it crosses the) 
streets and the fire- station lot;is-a nattral water course that 
has always carried the surface. water=from this district. Un-) 
der Bacon:Street is laid 24 inch--pipe;-which would more than. 
take care of all the water from the upper part of the brook, if 
the flow were not obstructed on the private land further down. 

Under Pleasant Street'is an old stone culvert that is set at a 
little too high a level to. thoroughly drain the surface water, 
from the fields on the north. 


It would be an improvement to the ptivate land trav ersed| : 
by the brook, and also to. the fire station lot, to substitute a 
covered drain-pipe for the natural water course. The only 
right way to solve the problem is for the different property- 
owners, including the Town, to unite in sharing the cost of 
improvement, each in proportion to special benefit received. | 


The betterment law offers a practical method of accom- 
plishing this result. Under its provisions, the Town can ap- 
propriate the money to do the work, and afterward assess a 
share of ‘the cost on each private owner whose property is 
benefited; but the total assessment on any land-owner cannot 
in any case exceed the fair value of the actual betterment to 
his property, the Town assuming the balance. The payment 
of the private assessments may, if desired, be spread over a 
period of ten years. | 


Your Board has had a prefile plan| made on a HeRe te 
scale of 20 and vertical scale of two feet to the inch, which 
gives all the information necessary for estimating the cost and 
for carrying out the work as required by the betterment iaw, 
in ease the Town should vote to do it either now or in ths 
future, This plan proposes that a covered (18 inch drain- -pipe 
be laid along the whole course of the brook; from the norther- 
ly side of Pleasant Street to the existing 18 inch pipe under 
North Main Street, with the hoon cy of the 24 pack pipe un- 
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der Bacon Street. The latter can remain, provided the new 
pipe is laid according to the profile and connected up properly. 
Catch-basins are recommended as shown by the plan. When 


properly built, these prevent sediment washed. in from, the 
streets, from collecting. in. the, pipe:.. An underdrain laid ac- 


cording to this plan would permanently take care of the surface 
water now carried by the brook and would give a somewhat bet- 
ter outlet for the flow from the fields north of Pleasant Street. 


-Our Engineer has made the following approximate es- 
timate, of the cost of this work, if done at the present time: 


496 feet of 18 in. pipe at $1.00 per foot $496.06 
96 cubic yards excavating at $1.00 per cu. yard 69.00 
89 cubic yards filling at $2.00 per cu. yd. 178.06 

3 Catch-basins at $50.00 each 150.00 
2 Man holes at $50.00 each 100.00 
Labor laying pipe 50.00 
Plans, supervision, assessments and incidentals 157.00 
Total $1,200.00 


Not over half this cost could be assessed on the private, 
property traversed by the brook, so the ultimate cost to 
the Town would probably be something over $600. The 
Planning Board does not recommend an appropriation for an 
underdrain this year; but recommends that not over $100 be 


appropriated under Article 60 of the warrant, to be spent, 


with the consent of the private land-owners, in excavating 
the bed of the brook to a suitable grade to properly carry off 
the surface water, as shown on the profile plan already 
referred to. This work could very easily be done at scme 
convenient time in the summer or fall by the Sewer Depart- 
ment, whose employees are accustomed to digging ditches to 
a fixed grade, and we so recommend. 


FUTURE DEVELOPEMENT OF WEST NATICK 


Few Natick people appreciate the great area and pos- 
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sibilities of developement of the part of our town west ot 
Lake Cocchituate. The section alone nocth ot the railroad, 
which is the subject of this report, comprises over # thousand 
acres of good land, most of it excellently adapted for industrial 
or residence purposes, large enought to furnish employment and 
good homes for ten thousand people, allowing an average of 
one-half acre to each family. All that is needed to start the 
growth of this district is a few good roads to make it easily 
accessible to an industrial center like Framingham. When- 
ever such roads are provided, it is safe to say that population, 
industries and a railway station will soon follow, paying. the 
Town a handsome return on investment. 


The Planning Board was instructed, by vote of the last 
annual town meeting, “to have a survey made of the district 
west of Lake Cochituate and north of the Boston ond AI- 
bany Railroad, extending to the Town limits, to determine, 
subject to approval by the Town, approximately the most 


desirable locations and grades for principal streets and main 


lines of sewer and water pipes, with a view to the well-or- 
dered future development of that section.” Following these 
instructions, the Board employed Civil Engineer Edward H. 
Howard of Framingham to make such a survey, which has 
been satisfactorily completed. 


The town at the same time voted to extend the sewer 
system from the pumping station on West Central Street to the 
property of the Northway Motors Corporation on Speen 


Street, which required running a main sewer under the Bos-’ 


ton and Albany Railroad. As stated in our last report, this 
main should be made of the right size, location and grade to 
receive in future all the sewerage from the whole of West 
Natick north of the railroad; therefore one of the first ob- 
jects of our survey was to determine how much of the terri- 
tory west of the Lake has sufficient elevation to be served 
by such a main sewer- Levels were taken all through the 
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region, both north and south of the railroad, and a plan was 
made for a few main roads and sewer lines. 


This study, which was finished last summer, led to the 
following conclusions: first, that a gravity sewer system 
‘ leading to the present sewer pumping station is practicable 
for all of West Natick, except a relatively small section west 
of Boden Lane near the railroad, which slopes toward Fram- 
ingham sewer pumping station; second, a sewer eighteen 
inches in diameter, from:the Town’s location on the North- 
way property, crossing the Boston and Albany Railroad about 
ten feet below the tracks, to the Natick pumping station, 
would successfully care for the future requirements of all 
_ territory north or the railroad; third, that the sewerage of the 
part of West Natick south of the railroad would be best pro- 
vided for by a separate main on West Central Street. 


This information, together with the road plan, showing the 
levels, and the report of Engineer Howard, were immedi- 
ately transmitted to the Sewer Commissioners, and we un- 
derstand that the main sewer to the Northway property is 
to conform to his recommendations. 


A small copy of the large road-plan, with the figures for 
levels omitted on account of the reduced scale, is printed on 
the attached folded sheet.” This shows by broken lines all the 
existing highways between West Central Street on the South 
and Worcester Street on the North, namely Hartford, Speen 
and Mill Streets and Boden Lane, and also shows the location 
of all existimy buildings. Proposed new highways and ex- 
tensions are shown by full lines. The new roads are spaced 
generally about seven hundred feet apart, which is close 
enough to accomodate a farming community, and allows room 
for laying out other streets between the main highways, as the 
region becomes thickly settled. We have avoided a “checker- 
board” plan, which is not desirable for country roads. but have 
tried to provide thorofares adapted to the lay of the land 
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and yet straight enough to afford direct communication be-

coming out, perhaps, on the line of what is now Jackson 
Court in Felchville. There is no demand to justify any such 
project at present, and it is mentioned ony as a possibility of 
the somewhat distant’ future,

The Planning Board calls attention also to the possibilities 
of the land east of Lake Cochituate shown on the attached 
map. This is a high and dry tract, ideally located with refer- 
ence to lake views and breezes, and not far from the center 
of the town. The abandonment of Lake Cochituate as a source 
of water supply, following the obtaining of new sources as 
now planned, will throw open the lake and reservations along 
the shores for the benefit of the inhabitants of Natick. As in 
the case of West Natick, a few good roads are all this dis- 
trict now lacks to make it one of the finest sites in town, either 
for private homes or public institutions. 


We believe it would be wise at the present time to author- 
ize the Planning Board to make a survey and plan for future 
improvement of the part of this tract not now provided with 
roads, as proposed in Article 64 of the warrant. Less than 


the amount saved from last year’s appropriation for the sur- | 


vey of West Natick, or $500, will be sufficient to cover the 
cost of this work. 


LEGISLATIVE AND. OTHER MA’TERS 


One of the first acts of the Natick Planning Board after 
its formation was to enlist the organized support of the plan- 
ning boards of the state for the pending constitutional amend- 
ment to legalize the restriction of bill-board advertising ; and, 
since the emphatic indorsement of this amendment at the polls, 
we have watched the progress toward effective legislation that

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would permit cleaning up some of the unsightly advertising 
that disfigures parts of our town. ‘The last legislature created 


a special commission to study the question and to report to the 
General Court of 1920. The Committee on Legal Affairs 
will doubtless hold hearings on their report and such bills as 
may be offered on the subject, at which hearings your Plan- 
ning Board intends to be represented. Probably the newly- 
created Department of Public Works will be given general 


‘supervision of out door advertising devices along public 


highways; but it seems important that Towns also should be 
granted the right to enact local regulations, or by-laws, sup- 
plementing the general laws on the subject. 


The Board voted to support the bill presented by Repre- 
sentative Naphen to permit and regulate fishing and boating in 
great ponds, as of special benefit to Natick: the chairman and 
secretary spoke for the bill at the hearing and by circular let- 
ters endeavored, with some success, to enlist other planuing 
boards in its favor. The bill passed the House of Represent- 
atives, but the Senate substituted a resolve referring the whole 
matter of the public use of great ponds serving as water 
supplies to a joint board, consisting of the State Department 
of Health and the Metropolitan Water Board, for investiga- 
tion and report to the General Court of 1921. 


We have since been informed officially by the Metropolitan 
Board that, until this report is made, there will probably be 
no change in their rules for Lake Cochituate, which allow only 
fishing from the shores by holders of permits issued by the 
Board. 5 


Early morning engine whistling and switching of freight 
cars from midnight to five o’clock A: M., near residential 
sections of the town, was acted upon, a committee of the 
Planning Board being chosen to investigate the complaint. 
The trouble was immediately abated to a great extent by the 
railroad authorities.

This was the action recommended by a special committee 
that reported to the town meeting of March, 1914. The 
County Commissioners at that time took no action on the 
petition for the reason that they did not intend to authorize 
any more grade crossings. 

However, this grade crossing exists in fact as a public 
highway crossing, and can be made safer at nominal expense 
if so desired, without in any way prejudicing the substitution 
of a non-grade crossing at a different location later should the 
Commissioners see fit to order it. For these reasons we 
believe it is worth while to put the case again before the 
Commissioners, if the railroad authorities will not otherwise 
allow the crossing to be widened. 

We therefore advise that the Town vote under Article 
61 to instruct the Selectmen to arrange if possible with the 
railroad company for widening Whitney’s Crossing, and if 
necessary to petition the County Commissioners to lay out and 
extend Washington Avenue to North Main Street over said 
crossing, of such width and with such safety appliances as 
they may determine,
